vada. Mr. Hosburg 
told 
Secretary 


Dockman that the company expected 
to haul at least 30.000 colonists during 
the seventy-five days that the colonist 
rates were in effect, and that he ex- 
pected the travel this year to be the 
heaviest In the history of the road. 


Mr. Dockman also secured impor- 


tant information In regard to the man- 
ner of California's well known suc- 
cess in the way she advertises the 
State. 
However, It seems that the 


Nevada concern Is very 
Improperly 


fixed In the matter of funds to carry 
out any thing as big as California in 
the way of foreign advertising. The re- 
sults to be depended upon through the 
small amount of advertising done by 
the Reno Chamber of Commerce will 
never reach a very high degree as long 
as it Is hampered by poverty. 


Some scheme will have to be put for- 


ward 
that 
will 
place 
a 
sufficient 


amount In the treasury of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce that It may have 
something to work on and not for- 
ever be handicapped by lack of funds. 
However well regulated and properly 
cared for the Chamber of Commerce 
can not do everything without money. 
What it must have Is successful ad- 
vertising and that is the only thing 
that will ever cause settlers and In- 
vestors to make Nevada their future 
home. 


A proper exploitation of the weather 


right now would cause many to hur- 
riedly escape the rigors of an eastern 
winter if they were apprised of the 
beautiful continual sunshine which Is 
the common lot of every thrice fortu- 
nate inhabitant of this State. 


Its laws are very good, the millions 


of acres of reclaimed land which will 
shortly be thrown open for settlement 
and Its solid gold mines are surely a 
blessing to all mankind. 


Such conditions as these must be 


told to the world and It will take mon- 
ey to do this and not a mere pittance 
either. 
The press of the State Is con- 


tinually exploiting its many advan- 
tages, but there is a limit to Its field. 
The Chamber of Commerce must have 
the price to tell about Nevada to ev*- 
ery person on the face of the earth.

Sundays. 
The meal permitted on fast days 


should be taken about noon. 


A collation Is permitted In the even- 


Ing.When the principal meal cannot he 
b* taken conveniently about noon, th- 
order may be Inverted, so that the col- 
lation may be taken about noon and 
the dinner In the evening;. 


General usage has made It lawful 


to take In the morning a cup of cof- 
fee, tea or chocolate, with a small piece 
of bread. 
Necessity and custom have author- 


ized the use of lard Instead of butter, 
In the preparation of all permitted 
foods. 
By dispensation, the 
use of 
nesn 


meats Is permitted at all meals on 
Sundays and once a -day at the princi- 
pal 
meal 
on 
Mondays, 
Tuesdays, 


Thursdays, and Saturdays, with the 
exception of Ember Saturday and the 
last Saturday of Lent. 
Persons exempt from the obligation 


of fasting may partake of flesh meat 
at all meals on days wnen the use of 
meat Is permitted at the principal 
meal. 
Flesh meat and flsh are not to be 


used at the same meal during Lent, 
even on Sundays. 


The use of butter, cheese, milk and 


eggs, Is permitted every clay In Lent. 


By virtue of an Indult granted by 


the Holy See, March 16, 1895, working- 
men nnu their families are allowed the 
use of flesh meat once a day on all the 
fast and abstinence day* throughout 
the year, with the exception of all Fri- 
days, Ash Wednesday, tho Wednesday 
and Saturday of Holy Week, and the 
Vigil of Christmas. Those who are ex- 
empt from the obligation of fasting 
are permitted to use meat more than 
once a day on all days, except those 
before mentioned, namely, 
Fridays, 


Ash Wednesday, the Wednesday and 
Saturday of Holy Week, and the Vigil 
of Christmas. Those who avail them- 
selves of this Indult are not permitted 
to use flesh meat and flsh at the same 
meal, and are earnestly exhorted to 
perform some other act of mortifica- 
tion, such as abstinence from intoxi- 
cating liquors. 


The Paschal time extends from the 


first Sunday of Lent until Trinity Sun- 
day.

FIRST RUSH TO 


THE GOLD FIELD 


One Hundred Passengers Left Yester- 


day Morning for the Southern 


Country 


The first of any .great number to 


leave for the southern country went 
down yesterday morning. Extra coach- 
es were put on the train to accommo- 
date the people and there were about 
100 people whose 
destination 
was 


Tonopah and Qoldfleld. 


A number of passengers had through 


tickets, although the Southern Pacific 
ticket agent Informs The Journal that 
he sold thirty-five. 
He also says that 


he expects the big rush to continue 
from now on for several days. 


"It would be an impossibility for the 


company to handle as many as is slat- 
ed to come all at once, but a steady, 
heavy travel Into the country will soon 
make a nlncreased population notice- 
able. 


"I do not anticipate anything like the 


number that is reported coming to go 
into the gold fields, but you can see 
they are coming." 


When the west bound passenger train 


arrived yesterday morning, almost ev- 
ery passenger on the train got oft. 
There were by actual count only seven 
who remained on the train and It was 
very much crowded when It arrived, 
every seat In the cars being occupied. 


"They're coming," remarked a by- 


stander. 


The first place any great number 


made for was a restaurant and after a 
good breakfast those who were not in 
a hurry to make the morning train 
walked about the town. The Chamber 
of Commerce entertained a number 
of these visitors yesterday and every- 
body in general seemed to be pleased 
with the new comers. • All of them had 
the price, and they look prosperous and 
well fed. They will make excellent and 
substantial citizens. 


Several of those who went on through 


were from California and many more 
are expected from that State next 
week. 
Last night's train brought in over 
fifty colonists, a number taking ad- 
vantage of their five days' stop over 
allowance. 
It is reported that there 


will be an entire carload on this morn- 
ing's train of Colorado people who are 
en route to Qoldfleld. 


They will be well taken care of In the 


southern country and there will be no 
lack of food supplies. Steadily, day by 
day, large stocks of goods of every 
kind have been shipped into Tonopah 
and Ooldfield and there is plenty to 
supply any number who may come, 
come. 
There are twelve mines In the vicin- 


ity of Qoldfleld which are now ship- 
ping ore. 
Nearly all other claims will 


require milling facilities on the spot to 
enable them to be paying properties. 
The town of course will always be de- 


pendant upon the number of mln^s 
that can be worked. 


The railroad will not be in operation 


Into Goldfleld direct a, day sooner than 
July 1st, if at that time, and until 
then the principal resource of the town 
must be those who bring money in the 
country. 


It seems there are several who are 


going Into the mining country with the 
idea that they can pick twenty dollar 
gold pieces up In the street anywhere 
and to those it should be made known 
that it will be quite necessary to have 
a few of these on their person before 
starting, as it- is Just as necessary to 
eat in Goldfleld a anywhere else. 


There Is lots doing there, Junt the 


same as in any hew mining camp, but 
one should be supplied with enough 
money to live on for awhile unless be 
Is sure of a situation at the time he 
arrives.
